REPORT. 


The  Department  of  Public  Safety  as  now  established  by 
law  is  organized  as  shown  by  the  arrangement  of  divisions 
and  bureaus  below.  Every  member  of  the  force  has  police 
authority,  and  is  subject  and  available  for  police  duty  in 
emergencies  when  called  upon  by  the  Governor  of  the  Com- 
monwealth. 

Organization. 

A  Division  of  State  Police,  under  my  own  immediate 
charge. 

A  Division  of  Inspection,  under  the  charge  of  a  director 
known  as  Chief  of  Inspections. 

A  Division  of  Fire  Prevention,  under  the  charge  of  a  di- 
rector known  as  the  State  Fire  Marshal. 

A  Bureau  of  Sunday  Censorship,  acting  under  the  law 
relative  to  the  observance  of  the  Lord's  day,  chapter  136  of 
the  General  Laws. 

A  Bureau  of  Explosives  and  Inflammables,  acting  under 
the  provisions  of  chapter  148  of  the  General  Laws  and 
amendments  thereof. 

A  Bureau  for  the  Storage  of  Liquids,  acting  under  the 
provisions  of  chapter  148  of  the  General  Laws. 

The  State  Boxing  Commission,  acting  under  the  provisions 
of  chapter  147  of  the  General  Laws,  is  also  established  to 
serve  within  this  Department. 

There  follows  in  sequence  the  detailed  reports  of  the  sev- 
eral divisions,  subdivisions  and  bureaus  accompanied  by 
statistics,  an  analysis  of  which  will  show  a  notable  increase 
in  the  amount  of  work  performed  by  the  Department  as 
compared  with  the  previous  year.  The  percentage  of  in-

This  increase  in  the  activities  of  the  Department  has  been 
accomplished  without  an  increase  in  personnel,  and  is  due  to 
a  great  extent  to  co-ordinating  the  work,  avoiding  duplica- 
tion of  effort,  and  to  the  proper  utilization  of  time  and 
available  resources.  A  condition  of  esprit  de  corps  has  been 
developed  which  operates  toward  securing  and  maintaining 
in  the  Department  a  marked  degree  of  efficiency. 

A  feature  of  this  report  which  may  attract  particular  in- 
terest appears  in  the  comparison  between  the  amount  of  the 
expenditures  for  the  Division  of  State  Police  and  the  amount 
of  stolen  property  recovered  and  fines  and  costs  imposed 
because  of  the  activities  of  the  division. 

The  expenditures  for  the  year,  exclusive  of  the  amount 
expended  in  the  establishment  of  the  State  Police  Patrol,  are 
95.33  per  cent  of  the  total  amount  of  stolen  property  re- 
covered and  fines  and  costs  imposed,  which  indicates  a  return 
to  the  people  of  the  Commonwealth  of  104.89  per  cent  of 
the  amount  expended  for  the  police  protection  afforded  by 
the  division.

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LEGISLATION    RECOMMENDED. 


I  recommend  an  amendment  to  the  statutes  which  will 
exempt  certain  motor  vehicles  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Safety  from  the  necessity  for  registration. 

I  recommend  the  enactment  of  legislation  that  will  relieve 
officers  and  inspectors  of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety 
from  the  necessity  of  giving  bonds  for  the  faithful  perform- 
ance of  their  duties. 

I  recommend  the  enactment  of  legislation  requiring  the  in- 
stallation of  suitable  silencing  devices  on  all  internal  com- 
bustion engines  when  such  engines  are  used  on  boats  or  ves- 
sels on  the  waters  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Regardless  of  the  large  sums  of  money  spent  for  fire  pre- 
vention, the  annual  fire  loss  in  Massachusetts  shows  a 
steadily  increasing  tendency  during  the  past  twenty-five 
years  of  about  300  per  cent,  until  it  reached  the  appalling 
sum  of  $12,250,000  for  the  year  1920.  It  is  important  that 
we  have  more  workable  laws  governing  it;  therefore,  I  rec- 
ommend a  simplification  and  unification  of  all  laws,  rules 
and  regulations  pertaining  to  fires,  fire  investigation  and  fire 
prevention,  applying  to  all  parts  of  the  Commonwealth,  to- 
gether with  the  establishment  of  a  system  of  fees  to  be 
charged  for  licenses  and  permits. 

I  recommend  the  enactment  of  legislation  authorizing  the 
appointment  of  ninety  additional  officers  to  the  Division  of 
State  Police,  making  a  total  of  one  hundred  and  forty  men 
in  that  part  of  the  division  at  present  known  as  the  State 
Police  Patrol.  The  said  additional  officers  to  be  appointed 
in  increments  of  thirty,  to  facilitate  training,  and  at  periods 
to  be  determined  by  the  Commissioner. 

Although  the  present  State  Police  Patrol  has  been  avail- 
able for  police  service  but  a  short  time,  events  have  shown 
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the   value    of    such    service    in    localities   where   they  have 
operated. 

To  extend  this  much-needed  service  in  a  manner  which 
will  give  such  proper  and  adequate  protection  as  all  the 
citizens  of  the  Commonwealth  are  entitled  to,  it  is  deemed 
necessary  to  increase  the  number  of  officers  by  at  least 
ninety,  making  a  total  of  one  hundred  and  forty.

such  report  shall  be  a  public  document  open  to  examination 
by  the  public  at  all  times.

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DIVISION    OF    STATE    POLICE. 


The  Division  of  State  Police,  composed  of  the  detective 
force,  which  has  been  in  existence  for  many  years  and  which 
was  reorganized  and  incorporated  in  this  Department  by 
legislation  in  1919,  was  further  enlarged  by  the  enactment 
during  the  present  year  of  chapter  461,  Acts  of  1921,  being 
an  amendment  of  section  9,  chapter  22  of  the  General  Laws, 
whereby  fifty  additional  officers  were  authorized. 

This  was  the  result  of  the  recommendation  made  by  the 
Adjutant  General  and  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Safety 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  chapter  40  of  the  Resolves  of 
1920,  entitled  "Resolve  to  provide  for  an  Investigation  as 
to  the  Necessity  and  Desirability  of  Establishing  a  State 
Police  Force." 

A  force  of  one  hundred  and  forty  men  was  recommended, 
which  number  would  have  provided  an  ideal  and  competent 
organization,  so  constituted  that  its  personnel  could  be  stra- 
tegically located  throughout  the  Commonwealth. 

The  number  authorized  was  fifty  and  this  act  became 
effective  on  Aug.  27,  1921. 

Previous  to  this  time  and  due  to  unusual  conditions,  caused 
by  the  tercentenary  celebration  at  Plymouth  during  July 
and  August,  a  temporary  increase  of  fifteen  police  officers 
was  authorized  by  His  Excellency  the  Governor.  The  fifteen 
officers  were  appointed  and  immediately  went  on  duty,  being 
equipped  with  motor  cycles  as  the  principal  duty  involved 
was  to  be  the  control  of  traffic  on  the  highways.  This  duty 
was  so  satisfactorily  performed  that  no  accident  marred  the 
success  of  the  pageant,  and  many  words  of  praise  were 
spoken  as  to  the  efficiency  shown.  This,  together  with  a 
threatened  disturbance  in  the  Cape  district,  due  to  the  per- 
petration of  a  revolting  crime  which  aroused  deep  feeling 
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among  the  inhabitants  and  which  was  quietly  and  effectually 
handled  by  a  detail  from  this  small  force,  concluded  the 
temporary  duty,  and  they  repaired  to  Framingham,  pending 
the  organization  of  the  permanent  force.  During  all  the 
period  and  up  to  about  September  1  applications  for  mem- 
bership were  received  numbering  several  thousand,  from 
among  which  the  most  promising  were  selected  for  exami- 
nation, both  physical  and  mental.  Physical  examination  was 
conducted  by  the  surgeon  general  of  the  Commonwealth  and 
mental  examination  by  this  Department,  both  of  which  were 
rigid  and  with  the  sole  aim  to  secure  the  highest  type  of  men 
available  for  this  arduous  and  important  service.  Final  selec- 
tion of  applicants  produced  an  unusual  body  of  men,  who 
were  sworn  in  on  September  1.  Opportunity  offering,  the 
Town  Farm  at  Framingham  being  vacant,  available  for  use, 
and  particularly  well  located  for  our  purpose,  was  leased  and 
at  once  occupied  as  a  barrack  or  place  of  abode  for  the 
force. 

A  course  of  training,  both  physical  and  mental,  was  pre- 
pared and  put  into  effect.  Meantime,  the  equipment  of  the 
force  as  to  uniform,  arms  and  means  of  transportation  was 
in  process,  the  latter  at  date  of  this  report  being  50  motor 
cycles  of  the  solo  or  side  car  type,  22  horses  loaned  for  use 
of  the  force  during  the  winter  months,  3  Ford  touring  cars 
and  4  Ford  trucks,  these  having  been  turned  over  to  this 
Department  by  the  surgeon  general. 

Training,  intensive  and  unremitting,  was  carried  on  until 
completion  of  the  course  on  Nov.  18,  1921,  upon  which  day 
His  Excellency  the  Governor,  together  with  many  other  in- 
terested citizens  of  the  Commonwealth,  including  the  Massa- 
chusetts Chiefs  of  Police  Union,  witnessed  a  performance  in- 
tended to  show  the  results  attained  in  the  schooling  in  a 
physical  way. 

Development  of  physique  and  versatility  of.  application 
were  shown  to  good  advantage. 

Due  to  the  availability  of  members  of  the  detective  force 
in  the  Department,  officers  of  many  years  of  service  and 
varied  experience,  well  versed  in  points  of  law  particularly 
•connected  with  police  work,  the  instruction  of  members  of 
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the  Patrol  has  been  voluminous  and  of  unusual  scope  and 
value,  and  they  begin  their  actual  and  regular  service  well 
grounded  in  this  respect. 

During  the  period  of  training  the  force  was  called  upon  to 
furnish  details  for  various  events  wherein  their  service  could 
be  used  to  advantage  in  supplementing  the  local  police.  A 
particular  instance  may  be  cited:  The  men,  while  under- 
going intensive  training  and  close  study  were,  nevertheless, 
called  upon  to  aid  a  local  police  force  to  close  up  a  series 
of  burglaries  that  had  troubled  the  vicinity  for  some  time. 
This  service,  it  should  be  understood,  was  rendered  at  night 
and  was  not  permitted  to  interfere  with  their  daily  routine. 
Several  nights  of  patrol  duty  followed,  and  the  affair  was 
successfully  concluded  by  the  capture  of  two  of  the  burglars 
and  recovery  of  some  stolen  property,  but  only  after  a  de- 
termined, desperate  resistance  on  the  part  of  the  burglars 
and  calling  for  courage,  good  judgment  and  persistent  effort 
on  the  part  of  the  Patrol. 

The  day  after  conclusion  of  training,  thirty  of  the  men, 
mounted  on  motor  cycles,  were  sent  out  to  patrol  the  high- 
ways over  which  enormous  motor  traffic  was  en  route  to  an 
important  football  game. 

Last  year,  on  the  corresponding  days,  there  were  eleven 
fatalities,  most  of  which  were  charged  to  reckless  driving 
and  more  or  less  uncontrolled  traffic.  This  year  there  was 
but  one  fatal  accident,  and  we  quite  reasonably,  I  believe, 
take  some  credit  for  contributing  to  this  most  satisfactory 
showing.  Within  one  week  of  the  foregoing,  the  Patrol  was 
called  upon  to  aid  in  the  apprehension  of  the  bandits  and 
recovery  of  the  large  sum  of  money  stolen  in  the  robbery  of 
a  bank  automobile.  This  involved  the  use  of  a  majority  of 
the  members  of  the  Patrol;  it  was  continuous  and  strenuous 
duty  for  nearly  forty-eight  hours,  under  most  disagreeable 
weather  conditions,  but  the  service  materially  contributed 
to  the  early  capture  of  some  of  the  bandits  and  the  return 
of  the  larger  part  of  the  money  stolen. 

Since  completion  of  training,  the  force  has  been  divided 
into  two  troops,  one  located  at  Framingham  and  the  other 
at  Northampton,  the  latter  being  temporarily  quartered  at 
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the  State  Armory  through  the  courtesy  of  the  Adjutant 
General. 

The  force  will  continually  patrol  the  State  roads  and  high- 
ways, using  motor  vehicles  when  conditions  permit,  using 
horses  when  motor  vehicles  fail;  and  when  impossible  to  use 
horses,  the  work  will  be  continued  on  foot. 

As  the  duty  to  be  performed  is  mainly  in  those  parts  of 
the  State  having  no  police,  —  the  area  of  which  is  nearly 
5,000  square  miles  and  this  area  scattered  from  one  extreme 
of  the  State  to  the  other,  thus  making  it  necessary  to  cover 
the  entire  State  in  travel,  —  it  will  readily  be  seen  that  the 
present  force  of  fifty  men  is  inadequate.  So  far  as  is  hu- 
manly possible  with  its  limited  numbers,  the  force  stands 
ready,  willing  and  anxious  to  perform  its  duty;  and  I  con- 
fidently predict  for  it  a  meritorious  career  and  the  establish- 
ment of  a  reputation  that  will  be  a  source  of  pride,  together 
with  a  feeling  of  greater  security,  to  all  good  citizens  of  our 
Commonwealth. 

REPORT  ON  STATE  POLICE  STEAMER  "LOTIS." 

This  vessel  was  in  commission  from  June  9  to  Nov.  24, 
1921.  The  motor  boat  is  held  in  commission  and  available 
at  any  time. 

In  spite  of  the  delay  experienced  in  getting  the  steamer  in 
commission,  owing  to  unavoidable  labor  conditions  which  in- 
terfered with  the  accomplishment  of  the  repair  work  and 
securing  the  materials  for  same,  and  a  slowing  up  in  our  ac- 
tivities during  the  latter  part  of  the  season  due  to  an  acci- 
dent to  the  engineer,  also  weather  conditions  not  having 
always  been  of  the  best  for  the  pursuit  of  our  duties  in  a 
vessel  of  this  class,  more  work  has  been  accomplished  and 
effective  results  attained  than  for  a  number  of  years  past. 

During  this  season  work  has  been  done  under  the  following 
heads:  fish  and  game  preservation,  pollution  of  rivers  and 
harbors  by  oil,  etc.,  and  the  motor  boat  muffler  law. 

Twelve  steamers  and  60  motor  boats  were  boarded,  and  14 
visits  made  to  water-front  properties  on  the  pollution  law. 

The  coast  harbors  and  tributary  waters  have  been  patrolled 
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from  Newburyport  to  Provincetown,  using  Newburyport, 
Gloucester,  Marblehead,  Salem,  Nahant,  Boston,  Scituate, 
Barnstable,  Plymouth  and  Provincetown  as  bases.  The  ad- 
jacent coast,  harbors  and  tributary  waters  were  patrolled  in 
the  motor  boat,  daily  runs  being  made  in  all  navigable 
waters  when  the  weather  permitted.  Police  and  patrol 
duties  were  carried  on  at  Plymouth  during  the  pageant, 
special  efforts  being  made  during  the  President's  visit  at 
that  port;  the  crowding  of  this  harbor  by  pleasure  boats  at 
that  time  necessitated  vigorous  efforts  to  keep  the  channel 
clear  and  prevent  accidents.  Owing  to  weather  conditions 
it  was  necessary  to  render  frequent  assistance  to  these  small 
craft,  they  in  most  cases  being  undermanned  or  having  crews 
consisting  of  vacationists  who  were  not  always  good  sailors, 
or  were  one-man  boats  with  very  light  ground  tackle. 

Very  successful  co-operation  was  established  with  the  De- 
partment of  Conservation  to  assist  them  in  the  enforcement 
of  the  fish  and  game  laws.  With  the  zeal  and  energy  dis- 
played by  the  wardens  of  this  division,  considerable  work 
was  accomplished  of  material  value  in  this  line. 

A  policy  of  indoctrination  was  pursued  with  very  gratify- 
ing results  in  all  cases,  four  large  corporations  engaged  in 
the  business  of  oil  refining  having  greatly  increased  their 
separating  basins,  so  that  their  waste  products  enter  the 
harbors  and  rivers  practically  free  from  any  apparent  ob- 
jectionable substances,  an  analysis  in  one  case  showing  .006 
per  cent  of  objectionable  matter;  this  was  not  perceptible 
to  the  eye.  As  the  matter  of  installing  these  separating 
basins  involved  the  expenditure  of  thousands  of  dollars,  it 
shows  the  earnest  effort  being  made  by  the  corporations  in- 
volved to  co-operate  in  these  important  matters. 

Eight  cases  of  violation  of  the  muffler  law,  settled  out  of 
court,  show  the  general  spirit  of  motor  boat  owners  was  to 
comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  when  fully  understood. 

The  most  trouble  was,  and  is,  experienced  with  the  fisher- 
men, a  great  many  of  whom  do  not  speak  or  understand 
English;  a  change  in  the  motor  boat  muffler  law  is  urgently 
recommended  to  make  it  more  efficient  and  possible  of  en- 
forcement.

RELATIVE  TO  THE  APPROVAL  OF  ENTERTAINMENTS 
HELD  UPON  THE  LORD'S  DAY. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  chapter  136  of  the 
General  Laws  the  program  of  all  entertainments  held  upon 
the  Lord's  day,  after  first  being  licensed  by  the  mayor  of  a 
city  or  the  selectmen  of  a  town,  must  be  submitted  to  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Safety  for  approval  if  it  appears 
that  such  entertainment  is  in  keeping  with  the  character  of 
the  day  and  not  inconsistent  with  its  due  observance. 

During  the  twelve  months  ending  Nov.  30,  1921,  there 
have  been  forwarded  for  such  approval  a  total  of  12,063 
licenses  and  programs  for  approval  of  entertainments  repre- 
sented by  such  programs,  and  of  this  number  12,031  have 
been  approved  and  32  disapproved.  There  has  also  been 
received  with  each  application  the  fee  of  $1,  making  a  total 
of  $12,063  which  has  been  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Commonwealth.

As  motion  pictures  form  the  greater  part  by  far  of  all  en- 
tertainments which  are  held  upon  the  Lord's  day,  it  is  neces- 
sary to  require  that  all  such  pictures  be  submitted  before  a 
representative  of  the  Commissioner  in  order  that  all  objec- 
tionable features  may  be  eliminated  and  the  eliminated  parts 
surrendered  before  any  picture  can  be  placed  upon  the  ap- 
proved list. 

As  there  are  now  approximately  thirty-five  film  exchanges 
exhibiting  each  week  in  the  exhibition  room  provided  for 
that  purpose  in  Room  1A,  State  House,  it  is  apparent  that 
it  takes  the  entire  time  of  one  State  police  officer  detailed 
for  that  purpose.  This  feature  of  the  work  of  the  Depart-

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RELATIVE    TO    THE    BUREAU    OF   EXPLOSIVES   AND 
INFLAMMABLES. 

This  Bureau  is  maintained  under  the  provisions  of  section 
12,  chapter  148  of  the  General  Laws,  as  amended  by  chapter 
255  of  the  Acts  of  1921. 

The  chemical  laboratory  is  situated  in  a  fireproof  build- 
ing at  1108  Boylston  Street,  Boston.  It  is  also  used  as  a 
repository  for  court  exhibits  in  cases  pending  in  the  De- 
partment. It  is  under  the  exclusive  charge  of  the  expert 
assistant  to  the  Commissioner,  whose  duties  are  normally 
performed  at  the  laboratory  in  the  analyses  of  explosives 
and  inflammables  and  at  the  State  House  and  elsewhere  as 
assistant  to  the  Commissioner;  but  during  the  past  year  I 
have  found  it  necessary  to  use  a  large  portion  of  his  time 
for  the  compilation  of  rules  and  regulations  relating  to  ex- 
plosives and  inflammables,  together  with  matters  that  were 
pending  before  the  General  Court.  In  emergencies  he  has 
been  detailed  to  assist  the  Division  of  State  Police  and  upon 
other  important  work. 

His  duties  have  been  performed  in  a  satisfactory  manner, 
and  his  services  are  considered  of  high  value  to  the  Depart- 
ment. 

The  following  report  shows  what  he  has  been  able  to  ac- 
complish for  the  Division  of  Fire  Prevention  in  addition  to 
the  other  duties  prescribed  by  me:  —

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RELATIVE  TO  THE  BUREAU  FOR  THE  STORAGE  OF 

LIQUIDS. 

This  Bureau  is  maintained  under  the  provisions  of  sections 
54  and  55,  chapter  148,  of  the  General  Laws,  amended  by 
chapter  104,  Acts  of  1921. 

There  has  been  an  increase  of  36  tanks  during  the  past 
year,  that  come  under  this  act,  and  124  visits  of  inspection 
were  made.  A  great  deal  of  consultation  work  is  necessary 
in  connection  with  this  law,  as  the  monetary  value  involved 
is  large  in  all  cases,  and  calls  for  sound  reasoning  and 
judgment;  a  considerable  effort  has  been  made  to  improve 
the  risk  involved  by  installations  erected  before  the  enact- 
ment of  the  provisions  of  this  law.  This  has  been  along 
the  lines  of  suitably  diking  around  these  tanks  where  con- 
sidered advisable,  and  the  fitting  of  more  modern  and 
efficient  safety  devices,  etc.,  which  materially  reduces  the 
dangers  in  handling  liquids  that  are  of  an  explosive  or 
inflammable  nature. 

The  officer  in  charge  of  this  work  has  devoted  a  con- 
siderable portion  of  his  time  to  instruction  in  the  above 
matters;  this  has  been  prolific  of  good  results  in  all  cases, 
as  by  it  we  have  secured  better  co-operation  from  the 
parties  affected;  more  inspections  could  have  been  made, 
with  consequent  increased  beneficial  results,  had  the  full 
time  been  devoted  to  these  duties.  The  attitude  of  most 
of  the  firms  and  corporations  has  been  very  gratifying  except 
in  one  or  two  instances  when  foreign  organizations  have 
shown  a  spirit  of  opposition  to  the  requirements  of  the  law. 

These  duties  have  been  performed  in  connection  with 
those  on  the  Police  Steamer  "Lotis."

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PRIVATE  DETECTIVE  LICENSES. 

It  is  incumbent  upon  me,  under  the  provisions  of  the 
General  Laws,  chapter  147,  sections  22  to  30,  to  provide 
for  the  licensing  and  regulation  of  private  detectives. 
During  the  twelve  months  ending  Nov.  30,  1921,  there  have 
been  7  original  private  detective  licenses  granted  and  36 
licenses  renewed.  Of  this  number,  10,  licensed  as  partner- 
ships or  corporations,  have  paid  fees  of  $200  each,  and  the 
33  remaining,  licensed  as  individuals,  have  paid  fees  of  $100 
each,  making  a  total  of  $5,300,  which  amount  has  been  paid 
to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Commonwealth. 
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DIVISION    OF    INSPECTION. 


The  Division  of  Inspection  is  composed  of  forty-four 
members  under  the  direction  of  the  Chief  of  Inspections,  as 
provided  by  chapter  22  of  the  General  Laws.  Under  the 
provisions  of  chapter  146  of  the  said  laws,  the  Chief  of 
Inspections  is  designated  as  chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Boiler  Rules,  and,  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  143, 
chairman  of  the  Board  of  Elevator  Regulations.  There  are 
eighteen  building  inspectors,  one  of  whom  is  designated  by 
the  Commissioner  as  Supervisor  of  Plans.  There  are  twenty- 
five  boiler  inspectors,  one  of  whom  is  detailed  to  enforce  the 
provisions  of  sections  54  and  55  of  chapter  148  of  the  General 
Laws,  amended  by  chapter  104,  Acts  of  1921,  relative  to  tanks 
or  containers  for  liquid  of  over  10,000  gallons  capacity, 
located  above  ground. 

The  continued  enforcement  of  chapters  143  and  146  of  the 
General  Laws  is  of  vital  interest  to  the  people  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, being  strictly  devoted  to  public  safety,  covering 
as  they  do  the  safe  occupancy  of  buildings,  whether  by  em- 
ployees in  the  course  of  their  vocations,  or  by  their  families 
at  home  or  in  the  schools  and  places  of  public  assemblage. 
These  laws  have  been  enacted  for  the  safe  occupancy  of 
these  premises,  and  all  that  human  ingenuity  can  do  has 
been  done  that  the  spread  of  fire  may  be  prevented  and  that 
safe  egress  from  buildings  may  be  provided,  and  that  danger 
from  boiler  explosions  may  be  averted  as  far  as  possible; 
and  under  the  provisions  of  these  laws,  Massachusetts  has 
shown  her  interest  in  the  safety  and  welfare  of  her  citizens. 

The  work  of  the  Department  during  the  year  has  been  of 
a  very  high  character,  and  the  results  show  that  our  activi- 
ties have  been  of  the  same  high  standard  as  has  been  for 
years  maintained  by  the  members  of  this  division.  It  is  an 
important   fact,    and   one   to   be   remembered,    that   besides 
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these  many  duties  which  these  men  are  called  upon  to 
perform  as  specialists,  they  are  always  under  the  direction 
and  control  of  the  Commissioner,  and  may  at  any  time  be 
used  for  police  service  in  times  of  emergency.  The  services 
of  such  men  as  these,  equipped  with  a  full  knowledge  of 
building  construction,  the  operation  of  electricity  and  steam 
generating  units,  and  their  value  and  usefulness  in  a  crisis, 
cannot  be  overestimated  by  a  far-sighted  public. 


BOARD  OF  ELEVATOR  REGULATIONS. 

The  Board  of  Elevator  Regulations  was  appointed  on 
Sept.  9,  1921,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section 
11,  chapter  22  of  the  General  Laws;  but,  in  consequence  of 
a  resignation,  an  additional  appointment  to  fill  the  vacancy 
was  made  on  Nov.  1,  1921.  As  soon  as  possible  after  the 
appointment  of  the  Board,  meetings  were  commenced. 
Two  meetings  have  been  held  to  date.  At  the  first  meeting 
the  necessity  was  impressed  upon  the  Board  of  enacting 
regulations  in  harmony  with  rules  generally  in  force  through- 
out the  LTnited  States  with  regard  to  the  safe  use  of  ele- 
vators. It  is  useless  to  dilate  upon  the  necessity  for  safe 
operation  of  elevators.  The  daily  papers,  the  reports  of  the 
Department  of  Industrial  Accidents,  and  other  sources  of 
information  clearly  indicate  this  necessity,  but  at  the  same 
time,  Massachusetts,  always  in  the  lead  in  protecting  the 
lives  and  property  of  her  citizens,  and  undoubtedly  in 
advance  of  many  other  commonwealths  in  this  regard,  is  in 
the  long  run  a  gainer  thereby  from  an  economic  standpoint, 
as  I  am  firmly  convinced  that  accidents  in  this  Common- 
wealth from  elevators  are  less  than  iu  any  other  section  of 
the  country,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  in  Massachusetts 
we  probably  operate  as  many  if  not  more  elevators  than  any 
other  State  in  the  Union.  The  Board  is  making  rapid  prog- 
ress towards  amendment  of  the  existing  elevator  regulations, 
and  in  all  probability  the  new  regulations  will  be  ready  for 
the  approval  of  the  Governor  and  Council  in  the  early  part 
of  the  year  1922. 
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BUILDING  INSPECTION. 

The  building  inspectors  enforce  the  provisions  of  chapter 
143  of  the  General  Laws  relating  to  the  construction,  main- 
tenance and  operation  of  public  buildings,  theatres,  halls, 
churches,  schools,  places  of  assemblage  and  places  of  public 
resort,  factories,  hotels,  lodging  and  apartment  houses,  and 
any  building  containing  eight  or  more  rooms  above  the 
second  floor  occupied  by  human  beings.  The  laws  refer 
particularly  to  the  safe  occupancy  of  these  buildings,  suffi- 
cient and  proper  egress  therefrom,  prevention  of  fire  and  of 
the  spread  of  fire  in  this  class  of  buildings,  also  the  venti- 
lation and  sanitation  of  same.  They  also  enforce  the  pro- 
visions of  chapter  143  of  the  said  laws  in  relation  to  un- 
safe buildings,  and  their  condemnation  in  cities  and  towns 
having  no  building  inspector,  also  the  provisions  of  chapter 
143  relative  to  the  inspection  of  elevators  in  the  same  class 
of  communities,  and  the  provisions  of  law  relative  to  the 
operation  of  the  cinematograph,  so  called,  or  motion-pic- 
ture machines;  and,  in  fact,  all  of  the  statute  laws  of  the 
Commonwealth  which  relate  to  the  safe  and  sanitary  occu- 
pancy of  these  buildings.  They  also  examine  applicants  for 
licenses  to  operate  cinematographs.  The  Commissioner  is 
empowered  to  make  regulations  governing  the  conduct  and 
equipment  of  all  of  the  above  classes  of  buildings,  and  the 
Department  issues  pamphlets  containing  said  regulations,  for 
the  information  of  the  public,  which  are  available  at  Depart- 
ment headquarters.  These  regulations  are  changed  and  kept 
abreast  of  the  progress  of  science  in  the  development  of 
appliances  and  methods  of  construction,  and  are  at  present 
up  to  date. 

The  rules  and  regulations  surrounding  the  motion-picture 
machine  industry,  while  appearing  as  applicable  to  the 
machine  itself,  are  really  intended  to  govern  and  control  the 
safe  handling  of  the  material  of  which  the  films  are  con- 
structed. These  films  are  made  of  a  material  dangerous 
from  a  highly  inflammable  standpoint,  and  under  certain 
conditions  the  gas  coming  from  them  while  burning  is  ex- 
plosive when  mixed  with  air.

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BOARD  OF  BOILER  RULES. 

The  Board  of  Boiler  Rules  has  held  fifteen  meetings 
during  the  year,  including  the  two  semi-annual  public 
hearings  on  petitions  for  changes  in  the  steam  boiler  rules 
as  provided  by  section  3  of  chapter  146  of  the  General 
Laws,  one  informal  conference  on  a  proposed  change  ,in  the 
ammonia  compressor  safety  valve  rules,  and  one  joint  con- 
ference with  a  subcommittee  of  the  Boiler  Code  Committee 
of  the  American  Society  of  Mechanical  Engineers,  looking 
toward  bringing  the  two  steam  boiler  codes  to  uniformity. 
The  attendance  of  the  members  of  the  Board  has  been 
prompt,  and  they  have  shown  a  decided  interest  and  com- 
mendable activity  in  solving  the  many  problems  which  have 
been  submitted.  The  new  steam  boiler  rules  which  were 
formulated  by  the  Board  and  approved  by  the  Governor 
and  Council  on  Jan.  26,  1921  (with  amendments  approved 
June  1,  1921),  have  been  in  force  without  developing  any 
opposition  whatever.  As  stated  in  the  last  annual  report, 
the  Chief  of  Inspections  has  attended  meetings  of  the 
Boiler  Code  Committee  of  the  American  Society  of  Me- 
chanical Engineers  in  New  York  City,  and  has  arranged  and 
carried  out  a  union  meeting  in  Boston  for  the  purpose  of 
bringing  all  controverted  matters  into  agreement  so  that  we 
might  have  absolute  uniformity.  The  differences  existing  up 
to  Sept.  23,  1921,  the  date  of  this  joint  meeting,  were  minor 
in  detail,  and  only  irritating  when  they  crowded  out  the 
purchaser  or  installer  of  a  boiler.  These  differences  have  all 
been  pretty  well  ironed  out  so  that  the  two  codes  are  prac- 
tically uniform  and  appear  in  a  fair  way  to  become  actu- 
ally so.  Of  course  these  matters,  requiring  as  they  do  the 
attention  of  men  who  are  highly  skilled  in  the  details  of 
construction,  are  naturally  slow  in  reaching  a  finality,  and 
the  purpose  in  endeavoring  to  bring  about  uniformity  in 
the  first  instance  was  because  the  code  promulgated  by  the 
American  Society  of  Mechanical  Engineers  has  been  generally 
adopted  throughout  the  United  States  for  the  guidance  of 
inspectors    in    other    commonwealths,    and    where    any   sub- 
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stantial  difference  existed  there  was  continual  friction  be- 
tween the  Department  and  the  business  interest  of  the 
Commonwealth.  In  so  far  as  this  feature  is  concerned,  I 
think  I  am  safe  in  saying  that  that  is  now  practically 
eliminated. 

The  business  of  manufacturing  boilers  is  one  which  is  con- 
stantly subjected  to  improvement,  and  there  is  more  genius 
expended  in  an  effort  to  reach  the  maximum  capacity  of 
steam  generators  than  in  any  other  industry  that  is  known. 
This  quite  naturally  leads  to  the  necessity  for  a  considerable 
amount  of  work  by  the  Board  of  Boiler  Rules  in  considering 
the  new  propositions  and  differences  in  construction  which 
are  presented  at  practically  every  monthly  meeting.  This 
practice  should  be  encouraged  rather  than  restricted,  and  the 
amount  that  it  costs  the  Commonwealth  is  so  small  and  the 
benefit  so  great  that  I  deem  the  Board  of  Boiler  Rules  of 
very  large  importance  to  the  best  interests  of  the  citizens  of 
the  Commonwealth.  They  take  a  sane  and  practical  view 
as  representatives  of  the  various  '  interests,  and  are  very 
liberal  in  offering  such  suggestions  to  proponents  for  the 
right  to  manufacture  MASSACHUSETTS  STANDARD 
boilers  as  they  are  able  to  give;  and  in  my  opinion  are  a 
helpful  and  necessary  adjunct. 

BOILER  INSPECTION. 

The  boiler  inspectors  of  the  Department  are  empowered  to 
enforce  the  provisions  of  chapter  146  of  the  General  Laws 
which  relate  to  the  inspection  and  certification  of  steam 
boilers  to  be  used  in  this  Commonwealth;  also  inspection 
and  certification  of  air  tanks,  safety  valves  for  ammonia 
compressors,  and  the  examination  of  engineers  and  firemen 
who  apply  for  license  to  operate  boilers  and  engines,  hoisting 
machinery,  etc. 

Rules  for  the  construction  of  steam  boilers,  for  air  tanks 
and  for  safety  valves  for  ammonia  compressors  are  formu- 
lated by  the  Board  of  Boiler  Rules,  and  these  rules  are 
enforced  by  the  boiler  inspectors.  Copies  of  said  rules  are 
published  by  the  Department,  and  are  obtainable  upon  ap- 
plication. 
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The  duty  of  inspection  of  boilers  is  divided  by  the  pro- 
visions of  chapter  146  of  the  General  Laws,  the  inspection 
of  insured  boilers  being  delegated  to  inspectors  employed  by 
authorized  insurance  companies  who  have  in  their  employ 
inspectors  holding  certificates  of  competency  as  inspectors  of 
steam  boilers  issued  by  this  Department.

There  have  been  21,269  reports  of  steam  boiler  inspections 
and  527  reports  of  air  tank  inspections  made  by  the  above- 
named  insurance  companies,  a  total  of  21,796  insurance 
company  reports. 

The  fourteen  authorized  insurance  companies  named  above 
have  in  their  employ  163  inspectors  of  steam  boilers  and  air 
tanks  who  hold  certificates  of  competency  issued  by  this 
Department.  Forty-nine  applicants  for  such  certificates 
were  examined  during  the  year,  16  of  whom  were  granted 
certificates  of  competency  as  inspectors  of  steam  boilers  for 
this  Commonwealth,  while  the  other  33  applicants  failed  in 
the  examination.

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DIVISION    OF    FIRE    PREVENTION. 


The  Division  of  Fire  Prevention  functions  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  chapter  148  of  the  General  Laws. 
For  the  purpose  of  efficient  execution  of  the  duties  required 
by  the  law  pertaining  to  fires  and  their  prevention,  the 
efforts  of  the  division  are  directed  in  two  main  channels, 
namely,  Fire  Investigation  and  Fire  Prevention.  This  work 
comprehends  a  variety  of  operations  having  for  their  object 
results  which  are  difficult  of  achievement  under  the  most 
favorable  conditions.  The  work  of  the  division  is  performed 
under  the  direction  of  the  State  Fire  Marshal,  who,  in  ad- 
dition to  supervising  activities  in  this  direction  throughout 
the  State,  is  also  charged  with  the  duties  and  vested  with  the 
powers  of  Fire  Prevention  Commissioner  within  the  metro- 
politan district. 

FIRE  INVESTIGATION. 

The  law  requires  that  all  fires  in  the  city  of  Boston  and 
all  incendiary  fires  or  fires  of  unknown  or  suspicious  origin 
occurring  throughout  the  State  shall  be  investigated.  The 
inquiry  and  observation  necessary  to  accomplish  results  in 
this  direction  is  made  by  nine  officers  of  the  Division  of 
State  Police  detailed  in  the  Division  of  Fire  Prevention  for 
the  purpose.  They  are  assigned  to  allotted  districts  and 
perform  their  duties  under  the  direction  of  a  Chief  Fire 
Inspector  who  acts  as  assistant  to  the  Fire  Marshal.  The 
assistant  to  the  Marshal'  is  also  empowered  to  administer 
oaths  and  take  testimony  at  fire  inquests  as  provided  by  law. 
In  addition  to  the  investigation  of  the  causes  of  fires  these 
officers  assist  in  the  enforcement  of  the  laws  in  general  with 
particular  regard  to  securing  observance  of  the  provisions 
of  chapter  148  of  the  General  Laws  and  the  rules  and  regu- 
lations of   the    Department  of    Public  Safety  pertaining   to 
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garages,  explosives,  fireworks  and  volatile  inflammable 
liquids  and  compounds.  The  following  compilation  is  a 
statistical  summary  of  the  investigations,  prosecutions  and 
inspections  made  by  the  personnel  of  this  branch  of  the

FIRE  PREVENTION. 

An  engineer  and  two  fire  prevention  inspectors  particularly 
qualified  by  experience  are  assigned  to  the  fire  prevention 
work  arising  from  conditions  existing  principally  within  the 
Metropolitan  Fire  Prevention  District.  Their  duties  are 
performed  in  a  highly  efficient  manner  with  a  view  to  co- 
operation with  the  local  authorities  and  a  consistent  regard 
for  the  public  benefit. 
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During  the  year  the  work  of  fire  prevention  has  been 
conducted  with  an  increased  degree  of  success,  marking  a 
material  growth  of  the  activities  of  this  division  of  the  De- 
partment. While  a  great  deal  of  the  work  has  been  centered 
in  the  city  of  Boston  because  of  the  concentration  of  popula- 
tion and  industry,  valuable  assistance  has  been  given  to  the 
local  officials  in  the  metropolitan  district. 

Complaints  of  hazardous  conditions  referred  to  this  divi- 
sion have  resulted  in  more  than  2,500  inspections,  which 
have  been  made  by  the  three  inspectors  available.  These 
inspections  have  resulted  in  the  issuance  of  an  increased 
number  of  orders  for  the  remedying  of  conditions  constituting 
fire  hazards,  compliance  with  which  has  been  secured  in  the 
majority  of  instances. 

In  a  gratifying  number  of  instances  the  Department  has 
met  with  prompt  co-operation  from  owners  and  tenants  of 
property  where  unappreciated  hazards  were  found  to  exist. 
In  this  connection  personal  interviews  with  owners,  tenants 
or  their  attorneys  in  regard  to  the  remedying  of  hazardous 
conditions  have  resulted  in  the  removal  of  the  hazards 
without  recourse  to  the  means  provided  by  law  for  the 
purpose.  A  summary  of  the  work  performed  by  the  in-

Fuel-oil  Burning  Installations. 

The  demonstrated  economy  of  operation  of  fuel-oil  burning 
equipment  has  resulted  in  an  increased  demand  on  the  ad- 
ministrative and  supervisory  functions  of  the  Division  of 
Fire  Prevention.  Fuel-oil  burning  systems  introduce  a  fire 
hazard  and  the  protection  of  life  and  property  on  the 
premises,  and,  in  communities  where  installations  are  made, 
necessitate  careful  supervision  by  the  engineer  of  this 
division. 

This  necessity  commences  with  the  inception  of  each  par- 
ticular project  of  installation,  and  comprehends  a  scrutiny  of 
plans,  suggestions  for  improvement  and  final  approval  or 
disapproval.  The  duties  of  the  engineer  include,  also,  the 
inspection  of  the  specific  hazard  and  observation  for  the 
purpose  of  determining  whether  the  work  is  performed  in 
accordance  with  the  standard  requirements. 

When  application  is  made  to  the  government  of  the  city 
or  town  where  installation  of  fuel-oil  burning  equipment  is 
projected,  for  a  license  and  permit  to  maintain  and  conduct 
the  same,  it  is  required  that  a  plan  showing  the  layout  of  the 
entire  plant  or  premises  be  presented  to  this  Department  for 
examination.  This  plan  must  show  the  manner  in  which  the 
installation  is  to  be  made,  the  facilities  for  storage  of  the 
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fuel  oil,  and  the  devices  of  protection  afforded  in  the  matter 
of  supply,  consumption  and  control. 

The  city  or  town  in  which  the  hazard  exists  is  thus  af- 
forded the  benefit  of  the  services  and  technical  skill  of  the 
engineer  of  the  division  in  securing  the  proper  installation  of 
the  system  and  surrounding  the  lives  and  property  of  all 
concerned  with  the  required  safeguards  and  protection. 
The  following  tabulation  shows  the  location  and  class  of 
buildings  where  fuel-oil  burning  equipment  is  maintained :  —

The  year  which  is  about  to  close  has  been  one  of  con- 
siderable activity  so  far  as  boxing  is  concerned;  and  while 
several  disagreeable  incidents  have  occurred  and  disciplinary 
action  was  necessary,  it  has,  on  the  whole,  been  quite 
satisfactory.  Such  action  as  has  been  taken  in  a  disciplinary 
way  has  had  a  good  effect,  and  the  Commission  has  been 
supported  and  commended  by  the  better  element  of  those 
active  and  interested  in  the  sport. 

It  was  decided  that  no  boxing  exhibitions  should  be  per- 
mitted on  December  25  (Christmas  Day)  and  on  May  30 
(Memorial  Day),  and  was  so  voted  and  promulgated;  and 
although  tentative  arrangement  had  been  made  for  exhibi- 
tions on  those  days,  the  fraternity  accepted  the  mandate 
with  good  grace,  appreciating  the  sentiment  that  prompted 
such  action. 

Many  letters  have  been  received,  together  with  much 
newspaper  publicity,  commending  the  Commission  for  the 
stand  taken. 

Since  boxing  has  been  legalized  in  this  Commonwealth, 
several  other  States  have  taken  similar  action,  some  of  whom 
have  requested  information  and  copies  of  forms  used  by  this 
Commission  in  the  conduct  of  its  affairs. 
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It  has  become  evident,  either  expressed  or  implied,  that 
boxing  commissions  of  other  States  desire  to  co-operate  with 
us  in  making  the  laws  governing  boxing  uniform,  and  in  the 
exchange  of  information  regarding  officials,  boxers  and  other 
personnel;  also  in  the  promulgation  of  penalties  inflicted,  and 
making  the  same  effective  in  other  States.  This  wide-reaching 
means  of  exacting  penalties  has  created  a  wholesome  respect 
for  authority. 

Nothing  has  arisen  during  the  year  that,  in  my  opinion, 
demands  any  further  legislative  action  at  this  time  relative 
to  boxing. 

Rules  and  regulations  have  been  published  and  issued,  and 
these  are  or  can  be  made  sufficient  for  everything  that  the 
act  does  not  specifically  cover.
